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preface. 

I  have  been  repeatedly  asked  to  publish  my  letters 
on  the  New  Theology  m  book  form. 

Different  things  hindered  me.  Then  this  war 
broke  out,  and  in  my  course  of  study  of  the  prophets 
m  conna:tion  with  it,  I  learned  much  that  I  did  not 
know  before.  This  I  gave  to  the  Public  in  the  form  of 
K-  t?  T^nl^  respectively:  "Prophecy  and  the 
Night  of  Christendom,"  "Prophecy  and  the  Re- 
storation of  Israel."  "The  War  and  the  Prophets." 
Others  on  the  same  lines  were  forthcoming,  but  I  was 
told  by  my  Editor  that  the  Public  did  not  read  matter 
ol  that  kind  now. 

If  that  be  true-and  he  ought  to  know— it  is  another 
case  of  fulfilled  prophecy,  "tufning  away  from  the 
truth  in  our  day;  and  I  am  compelled  to  resort  to  the 
book  form,  m  order  to  conform  to  the  expressed  wish 
ol  many  esteemed  individuals,  for  a  continuation  of 
"Vy  articles.  These  are  embodied  in  the  Introduction, 
the  Chapter  on  Israel  and  that  upon  the  Apocalyose.

Being  a  plea  for  the  stuHy  of  Propliecy. 

The  prophets  admit  us  to  the  council  chamber  of 
Omniscience.  There  we  hear  His  voice  speaking  to 
His  confidential  servants;  unfolding  His  plans,  pur- 
poses and  projects  for  Israel  and  for  the  world  through 
Israel.  An  inestimable  privilege  surely.  Why  is  it 
not  more  appreciated?  Why  is  the  wo'lJ  moving  on 
as  if  no  ray  of  light  had  been  vouchsafed  to  illumine 
the  path  of  destiny?  The  answer  is,  that  Israel  is  not 
recognized  as  the  key  to  the  future. 

Prophecy  may  be  likened  to  a  telescope  with  Israel 
for  an  eye  piece,  divinely  designed  and  focused  upon 
a  far  extending  vista  of  sublime  magnificence.  The 
substitution  of  any  other  eye  piece  presents  a  con- 
fusing blur.  One  who  used  the  church  for  an  eye 
piece  told  me  that  Zechariah  knew  about  as  much  of 
our  day  as  we  did  of  his.  And  yet  the  latter  day 
prophet  Zechariah,  visioned  through  Israel,  gives  a 
vivid  outline  of  events  from  the  peace  palace  at  the 
Hague  to  the  Millenium. 

The  paragraph  headings  of  the  chapters  in  the  au- 
thorized version  are  largely  responsible  for  the 
blurring  substitution.  Where  the  text  depicts  bless- 
ings for  Israel  the  paragraph  headings  announce 
blessings  for  the  church;  the  result  being  to  make  the 
prophets  inexplicable  and  therefore  unread,  although 
their  foreview  of  Israel,  and  of  the  world  in  relation  to 
Israel  is  forcibly  clear  and  of  transcendent  interest. 
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There  are  other  eye  pieces  substituted  of  which 
the  less  said  the  better.  A  sample  is  the  Tueton  eye 
piece.  The  Germans  claim,  and  have  written  elab- 
orate treatises  to  prove  that  they  are  Israel — the  lost 
ten  tribes.  'I'he  one  identifying  feature  of  this  claim 
is  that  they  are  lost — lost  to  everything  but  the  curse 
of   God   and   man. 

Again  Prophecy  may  be  likened  to  what  is  Jcnown 
in  Mechanics  as  standardized  construction.  Every 
part  fits  the  other  parts  because  built  according  to  a 
predetermined  plan.  So  the  words  of  "St.  Paul"  fit  in 
with  Isaiah  and  every  other  prophet  because  they  all 
spoke  as  the  Omniscient  Planner  gave  them  utterance. 

Any  one  acquainted  with  standardized  construc- 
tion can  fully  realize  the  inability,  helplessness  and 
confusion  which  results  from  losing  the  true  Key  to  a 
plan,  or  of  using  a  false  Key  in  an  endeavor  to  put 
the  parts  together.  A  like  chaos  reigns  with  regard 
to  prophecy,  where  Israel  the  true  Key  is  lost,  over- 
looked or  discarded.  Were  the  Key  simply  lost,  an 
unbiasedstudy  of  the  parts  in  relation  to  each  other 
would  no  doubt  result  in  regaining  the  Makers 
conception  of  his  design,  and  the  final  recovery 
of  his  Key.  But  where  the  mind  is  not  open, 
where  there  exists  an  inborn  bia-^  against  the  true 
Key  and  in  favour  of  a  false  one,  the  p.esent  day  chaos 
in  regard  to  prophecy  must  continue.  Nor  is  this  aU; 
the  confusion  or  chaos  is  intensified  by  every  effort 
at  construction  on  the  basis  of  a  false  Key,  so  that  now 
the  words  of  our  Lord:  "O  foolish  ones  and  slow  of 
heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken" 
are  in  effect  changed  to,  O  foolish  ones  and  simple  or 
silly  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have 
spoken,  or  in  any  way  to  waste  your  time  on  them. 
Such  a  plight,  in  Christendom  today,  is  the  result  of 
substitujing  the  Church  for  Israel  in  the  prrphetic 
writings. 
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The  design  of  prophecy.  Why  did  God  give  the 
human  race  a  foreview  of  the  future?  Primarilly 
and  sure  >  for  the  same  reason  that  he  gave  a  view  of 
the  past,  viz.  the  exaltation  of  his  Godhead  above 
all  that  he  created,  so  that  all  intelligent  creation 
should  render  him  homage.  Through  this  alone  flows 
the  current  of  universal  happiness  and  good.  Interup- 
tion  means,  anarchy  and  chaos  such  as  we  have  today. 
A  correct  revelation  of  the  future  corroborates  that 
of  the  past,  and  strikes  at  the  root  of  Monism  and  Evo- 
lution which  are  today  dominating  the  world  of  learn- 
ing, outside  at  least  of  the  Catholic  Church.  A  cor- 
ollary to^  all  this  is  that  those  who  fight  shy  of  the 
prophets'  revelations  of  the  past  or  future,  give  and 
prepare  the  way  for  the  predicted  apostacy. 

Secondly,  the  design  of  prophecy  is  to  confound 
and  silence  false  teachers  and  their  dupes.  This  is 
clearly  stated  in  Isaiah  41:  21-24:— '-Produce  your 
cause  saith  the  Lord ;  Bring  forward  strong  arguments, 
saith  the  King  of  Jacob. 

Let  them  bring  forward  and  tell  us  what  shall 
happen;  Let  them  tell  the  former  things,  what  they 
were.  That  we  may  consider  them,  and  know  the  end 
of  them.  Or  make  us  hear  the  things  that  are  com- 
mg,  Tell  the  things  coming  hereafter  that  we  may 
know  that  ye  are  gods." 

One  of  the  false  teachers  thus  challenged  concluded 
some  of  his  monistic  arguments  by  the  blasphemous 
assertion :  "We  are  God."  But  not  knowing  the  future 
as  became  such  a  boaster,  he  sailed  on  the  Lusitania 
and  lost  his  life.  Strange  retribution  that  America's 
foremost  exponent  of  the  Monism  of  Haeckle  should 
thus  become  its  victim. 

Thirdly,  the  design  of  Prophecy  is  to  strengthen 
the  faith  and  guide  the  steps  of  the  obedient.  "We 
have  a  more  sure  word  of  prophecy  to  which  ye  do 
well  to  take  heed  as  unto  alight  that  shineth  in  a  dark 
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place  until  the  day  dawns  and  the  day  star  anse  m 
your  hearte."  These  are  the  words  of  the  practical 
Peter  and  they  admit  of  no  elaboration.  They  stand 
forever  as  a  guide  post.  To  evade  them  is  to  court 
peril;  and  the  peril  is  in  proportion  to  the  evasion. 
On  the  other  hand  a  bible  without  the  prophets  or 
Divine  intervention  is  like  flour  without  the  bran— 
a  boneless  begetting  pabulum,  the  servmg  of  which 
engenders  spineless  moUusks— an  easy  prey  for  all 
sorts  of  devouring  monsters.  Against  malnutrition 
of  this  kind  the  apostle  set  an  example  for  he  "sh-  .ned 
not  to  declare  the  whole  counsel  of  Gotl.  The  Book 
is  like  a  grain  of  wheat;  not  much  to  look  at,  but 
it  contains  all  the  elements  of  nutrition  for  rearing  a 
strong  virile  race.  Those  who  bolt  it— refine  it— take 
out  the   bone   forming   elements,  are  saddled  with 

Conversely  also  the  elision  of  prophecy  begets 
aversion  for  the  divinely  perfected  food  from  heaven. 
According  to  physiological  law  partial  nutritives 
quickly  pall:  Not  so  with  food  containing  the  full 
elements  of  nutrition.  And  so  the  serving  of  attenuated 
spiritual  food  may  account  for  some,  at  least,  of  the 
modem  turning  away  from  the  truth  unto  fables; 
from  the  Dualism  of  Revelation  to  the  Monism  ci 
Haeckle;  from  the  Divine  intervention  of  Moses  to  the 
Evolution  of  Darwin;  and,  most  blighting  of  all, 
from  the  Word  and  Spirit  of  God  in  individual  regen- 
eration to  human  accomplishments  through  education 
science,  a  d  philosophy.  _ 

In  the  warfi'-re  between  modern  science  and  true 
religion,  between  monism,  with  its  logical  confrere 
Evolution,  and  Divine  intervention,  the  artillery  ot 
leaven  should  not  be  spiked.  .    ^  ,  ^ 

Let  individual  swords  glitter  by  all  means,  but  let 
the  big  guns  of  destiny  also  boom. 

The  Armoury  of  God,  defensive  and  offensive. 
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should  be  fully  utilized  to  meet  the  encroaching  foe. 

Finally,  and  perhaps-  chiefly,  the  design  of  Prophecy  is 
to  open  up  the  Scriptures.  Know  ledge  of  a  plan  secures 
identity  of  details.  "Beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the 
prophets  he  expounded  unto  them  in  all  the  scriptures 
the  things  concerning  himself."  Had  they  known 
and  believed  the  design  of  God  as  revealed  by  the 
prophets,  their  walk  to  Emmaus  would  not  have  been 
so  gloomy  and  sad.  But  being,  as  he  said,  "foolish 
and  slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets 
have  spoken,"  they  were  sad—  sad  and  foolish  in 
their  Ignorance  of  God's  revealed  plan  and  purpose. 
The  import  of  his  remonstrance,  his  gentle  chiding 
words,  in  a  revised  version,  which  I  quote  from, 
"O  foolish  ones  and  slow  of  heart  to  believe,"  most 
surely  applies  today.  Ignorance  of  the  prophets 
means  ignorance  of  God's  plan  of  the  future,  a  conse- 
quent inability  to  "declare  the  whole  counsel  of  God," 
a  faulty  exegesis,  and  lessened  respect  for  the  scrip- 
tures, with  an  increasing  tolerance  of  destructive 
cnticism,  and  a  consequent  loss  of  power  over  the 
heart,  conscience,  and  intellect. 

I  believe  the  sad  events  now  transpiring  have 
awakened  a  new  interest  in  the  prophetic  word. 
Prophecy  is  human  destiny  revealed.  But  little  at- 
tenticMi  was  paid  to  it  while  all  was  going  smoothly. 
What  there  was,  was  along  the  false  lines  of  Evolution, 
and  not  along  the  paths  of  Revelation.  The  evil  seed 
was  allowed  to  grow  and  mature  in  Germany.  The 
fruit  IS  like  the  apples  of  Sodom.  To  the  world,  the 
philosophy  of  Haeckle  and  German  higher  critics, 
IS  like  the  quail  to  the  children  of  Israel.  There  is 
u  ui''J.  ^^^  tasting  of  it.  The  world  is  horrified  by 
the  blight  of  It,  and  in  consequence  revealed  human 
destiny,  which  is  Proph6:y,  is  receiving  more  consid- 
eration. 
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CHAPTER   1. 

Wherein  is  .hown  that  a  world  war  like  this  one  is 
accurately  described  by  the  prophets,  and  that  its  design 
M  the  repatriation  of  Ureal. 

There  is  a  terrifying  fascination  a  at  this  war 
which  paralyzes  any  effort  to  escape  .he  sacrifice  of 
facing  It,  let  come  what  ma;  The  alternative  of 
fightmg  is  too  horrible  to  contemplate,  and  the  na- 
tions,  as  if  by  a  divine  fiat,  are  shut  in  to  go  thru 
with  it.  Like  checkers  on  a  checker  board,  they  seem 
to  be  moved  by  an  invisible  hand  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose.   That  purpose  is  hidden  or  revealed. 

If  It  is  simply  an  European  international  fight,  it 
does  not  come  within  the  sphere  of  revelation.  If  on 
the  other  hand,  it  bears  upon  Israel  and  the  holy  land, 
*lu' .,  ['"'*."  8ood  deal  said  about  it  by  the  prophets, 
bhall  the  Lord  do  anything,  (i.  e.,  to  His  people,) 
and  not  show  it  to  his  servants  the  prophets." 

We  find  that  a  war  like  this  one,  deadly,  devastating 
and  terrible,  is  not  only  predicted,  but  very  min- 
utely  described.  We  also  find  that  the  divine  purpose 
behind  such  a  war  is  the  restoration  of  Palestine  to 
Its  people,  and  that  the  reason  given  for  the  terrifying 
slaughter  of  the  nations,  is  their  cold,  contented  neu- 
trality while  the  cities  of  Israel  (I  use  the  term  in  its 
generic  sense  for  the  children  of  Jacob)  lav  under  the 
heel  of  the  oppressor.  The  close  correspondence 
between  the  predictions  and  present  day  events   is

remarkable.  In  this  dark  hour,  it  is  well  to  dwell  upon 
the  revealed  purpose  of  God,  for  that  side  of  the  strug- 
gle which  crosses  his  plan  io  certainly  foredoomed  to 
failure.  If  it  be  a  part  of  that  plan  to  restore  Pales- 
tine to  its  people,  then  those  who  take  up  with  Turkey, 
which  wrongly  occupies  it,  and  cruelly  oppresses 
it,  have  to  go  under. 

Now  we  are  not  left  in  the  dark  by  any  means 
as  to  what  God  intends  to  do  with  his  ancient  people, 
nor  yet  even  as  to  how  he  intends  to  do  it.  It  is 
clearly  revealed  by  the  sacred  writers  and  the  fulfil- 
ment of  all  that  is  written  is  most  emphatically 
asserted  by  our  Lprd  many  times  over.  Referring 
to  future  trouble,  ne  said;  "These  be  the  days  of 
vengeance  that  all  things  which  are  written  may  be 
fulfilled."  "Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away, 
but  my  words  shall  not  pass  away,"  etc.,  etc. 

It  is  written  in  Isaiah,  chapter  IX-12,  "and  he  will 
set  up  an  ensign  for  the  nations,  and  he  will  assemble 
the  outcasts  of  Israel  and  grther  together  the  dis- 
persed of  Judah  from  the  four  comers  of  the  earth." 
The  first  part  of  this  prediction  is  being  now  fulfilled. 
An  ensign  is  the  rallying  centre  of  an  army  in  battle 
and  the  rallying  centre  of  the  fighting  nations  to-day 
is  national  rights. 

Logically,  therefore,  tho  it  has  never  dawned  on 
them,  they  are  fighting  for  Palestine  as  well  as  fir 
Belgium.  ' 

Again,  it  is  written  in  Ezekiel,  chapter  20:  "And  I 
will  bring  you  out  from  the  peoples  and  will  gather 
you  out  of  the  countries  wherein  ye  are  scattered  with 
a  mighty  hand,  and  with  a  stretched  out  arm,  and 
with  fury  poured  out."  There  can  be  no  question 
of  the  fulfilment  of  the  latter  part  of  this  prediction, 
for  the  fury  now  poured  out  is  unparalleled. 

"With  a  mighty  hand  and  a  stretched  out  arm" 
is  a  referenc-a  to  the  mode  of  deliverance  from  Egypt, 
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which  was  by  Divine  judgments, 
undergoing;  these  to-day.  There 
parallehsms  m  the  aeons  of  God.

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Turk  was  bleeding  our  fellow  religionists,  the  Armen- 
ians, white,  blighting  the  land  of  Palestine,  and 
walling  it  off  against  those  to  whom  God  had  given  it. 

The  gospel  of  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  to  men 
on  a  basis  of  justice  has  been  preached  long  enough 
to  have  compelled  the  nations  to  make  restitution 
of  Palestine  to  its  own  people,  a  first  plank  in  national 
diplomacy.  They  surely  owed  this  to  the  brethren 
of  Jesus.  Let  it  be  noted  here  that  at  the  great 
national  assize  the  question  at  issue  between  the  judge 
and  the  nations  was  not  one  of  direct  wickedness,  but 
of  cold  neutrality.  "Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to 
the  least  of  thes*  my  brethem,  ye  did  it  not  unto  me." 
The  nations  owe  more  to  the  Jew  than  tongue  can  tell 
or  pen  describe.  How  have  they  repaid  him?  Cold 
neutrality  at  best,  i.  e.,  from  a  national  standpoint. 
In  this  war  between  right  and  wrong,  there  is  a  fearful 
accounting  for  neutrals. 

The  broad  waters  of  the  Atlantic  will  not  wash  the 
stain  on  those  remaining  coldly  neutral  at  this  junc- 
ture. "Curse  ye,  Meros,  for  he  came  not  to  the  help 
of  the  Lord,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the 
mighty."  Their  attitude  and  conduct  closely  resem- 
bles that  of  Edom  as  described  and  proscribed  by 
Obadiah  the  Prophet:  "The  pride  Of  thine  heart  hath 
deceived  thee,  thou  that  dwellest  in  the  cleft  of  the 
rock,  whose  habitation  is  high,  that  saith  in  his  heart. 
Who  shall  bring  me  down  to  the  ground?  Tho  thou 
exhalt  thyself  as  the  eagle  and  tho  thou  set  thy  nest 
among  the  stars,  thence  will  I  bring  thee  down,  saith 
the  Lord.  For  thy  violence  against  thy  brother 
Jacob,  shame  shall  cover  thee." 

Now  note  that  the  violence  is  described  as  both 
passive  and  active:  "In  the  day  that  thou  stoodest 
on  the  other  side,  in  the  day  that  the  strangers  carried 
away  captive  his  forces  and  foreigners  entered  into 
his  gates  and  cast  lots  upon  Jerusalem  (Antwerp) 
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even  thou  wast  as  one  of  them."  Reckoned  as  one 
of  the  violators  because  he  stood  on  the  other  side 
unmoved  by  atroaous  injustice.  "But  thou  shouldst

^napters.  Come  near,  ye  nations  to  hear  and  heark- 
en diligently  ye  peoples.     Let  the  earth  hear  and  all 
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that  is  therein,  the  world  and  all  that  come  forth  of  it. 
For  the  indignation  of  the  Lord  is  upon  all  the  nati'  3, 
and  wrath  upon  all  their  host.  He  hath  dev-  d 
them  to  destruction.  He  hath  delivered  them  to  the 
slaughter  and  their  slain  shall  be  cast  out,  and  their 
stink  Cometh  up  from  their  carcasses,  etc.,  etc.  For 
the  Lord  hath  a  day  of  vengeance.  The  year  of 
recompense  for  the  controversy  of  Ziun."  The  rest 
of  this  passage  refers  no  doubt  to  a  future  last  siege  of 
Jerusalem,  but  what  I  have  quoted  is  an  exact  picture 
of  events  today. 

"Who  is  this  coming  from  Edom  with  garments  dyed 
from  Bozrah?  This  glorious  in  his  apparel  confident 
in  the  greitness  of  his  strength.  I  who  speak  in 
righteousness  mighty  to  save.  Wherefore  art  thou 
red  in  thine  apparel  and  thy  garments  like  one  who 
treadeth  the  wine  press?  I  have  trodden  the  wine- 
press alone  and  of  the  people  there  was  no  man  with 
me,  and  I  will  tread  them  in  anger  and  trample  them 
in  my  fury  and  their  blood  shall  be  sprinkled  upon  my 
garments  and  I  will  stain  all  my  raiment.  For  the 
day  of  vengeance  is  in  my  heart  and  the  year  of  my 
redeemed  is  come — and  I  looked  and  there  was  none 
to  help  and  I  wondered  that  there  was  none  to  uphold. 
But  mine  arm  brought  salvation  unto  me,  my  fury 
it  upheld  me  and  I  will  tread  down  the  people  in 
mine  anger  and  make  them  drunk  in  my  fury  and  I 
will  bring  down  their  blood  (juice)  to  the  earth." 

Several  of  these  predictions  are  most  striking  when 
closely  examined.  He  comes  in  judgment  from 
Edom.  Here  the  sign  is  put  for  the  thing  signified. 
The  Edomites  were  hereditary  enemies  of  Israel.  And 
of  these  he  says  in  Zechariah  Chap.  2,  v.  8: "For  thus 
saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts  after  the  glory  hath  he  sent  me 
unto  the  nations  which  plundered  you,  for  he  that 
toucheth  you  touches  the  apple  of  His  eye.  For  be- 
hold T  will  shake  my  hand  over  them,  and  they  shall 
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become  a  spoil  to  their  own  servants."  When  Rou- 
mania  entered  the  war,  I  foresaw  its  scourging  for 
outside  of  Spain,  Roumania  was  the  bitterest  perse- 
cutor of  Israel  in  Europe. 

i^^i?-'"l*^''  '^°'"i=:es  were  descendants  of  Esau  who 
sold  his  birthright,  and  therefore  a  picture  of  the  Ger- 
mans who  exchang-1  the  Gallilean  for  the  Corsican- 
a  picture  also  of  th^  high  professional  apes,  who  were 
and  are  stuttering  Teutonic  materialistic  and  antiscrip- 
tural  conceptions  thru  the  length  and  breadth  of 
Christendom,— yes,  and  of  the  world,  for  they  invade 
the  mission  fields  dealing  out  foul  smelling  sauer 
kraut  for  the  Gospel. 

"I  have  trodden  the  wine  press  alone,  and  of  the 
people  there  was  no  man  with  me."  ,If  His  design  be 
to  redeem  Israel  thru  this  war  he  is  certainly  alone 
for  not  one  of  the  fighting  nations  seems  to  have  the 
slightest  conception  of  his  purpose.  They  are  not  in 
the  war  to  restore  Israel.  They  are  resisting  cogs  in 
the  wheel  of  destiny,  driven  by  a  hidden  power  to 
secure  the  projects  of  God  for  his  people. 

"I  will  make  them  drunk  in  my  fury."  A  noted 
Italian  writer  in  one  of  the  magazines  says:  "This  war 
IS  unlike  all  other  wars,  inasmuch  as  it  is  won  or  lost  by 
collossal  blunders.'  The  prophet  well  descril)ed  the 
muddling  by  the  one  word  "drunk." 

"For  the  Lord  hath  a  day  of  vengeance;  the  year  of 
recompense  for  the  controversy  of  Zion.  For  the 
day  of  vengeance  is  in  my  heart  and  the  year  of  my 
redeemed  is  come.  Here,  as  in  Egypt,  we  have 
redemption  thru  judgment— the  end  in  view  and  the 
means  of  obtaining  it  explicitly  stated.  Nor  could 
It  be  otherwise  accomplished,  while  the  jealousy  of  the 
nations  stood  in  the  way,  by  keeping  the  bloody  Turk 
installed  over  Palestine.  It  was  therefore  necessary 
to  break  the  stalemate  by  letting  the  nations  fly  at 
each  other  s  throats.    And  so  we  have  the  folly  and 
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fury  of  men  working  out  the  purposes  of  God. 

The  world  wide  character  of  the  war  predicted 
by  Isaiah   is   more  definitely  depicted  by  Jeremiah 
in  the  twenty-fifth  chapter,  beginning  with  the  15th 
verse.     For  thus  saith  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  unto  me, 
Take  the  wine  cup  of  this  fury  at  my  hand  and  cause 
all  the  nations  to  whom  I  send  thee  to  drink  it. 
And  they  shall  drink,  and  be  moved  and  be  mad, 
because  of  the  sword  I  will  send  among  them.    Then 
took  I  the  cup  at  the  Lord's  hand  and  made  all  the 
nations  to  drink  unto  whom  the  Lord  had  sent  me:" 
To  wit,  Jerusalem  and  the  cities  of  Judah  *     *     • 
"And  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world  which  are  upon 
the  face  of  the  earth  *     •     *    And  it  shall  be  if  they 
refuse  to  take  the  cup  at  thine  hand  to  drink,  then 
Shalt  thou  say  unto  them,  Thus  saith  the  Lord  of 
Hosts;  ye  shall  certainly  drink.     "This  plainly  is  a 
true  picture  of  events  today.    All  the  kindgoms  of  the 
wbrld  are  presented  with  this  cup,  and  those  refusing 
to  drink  are  compelled  to  drink,  whether  as  beliger- 
ents  or  neutrals.    Those  who  refuse  to  drink,  like 
Holland,  Norway,  Sweden,  Denmark  and  the  South 
Amencan  Republics,  are  compelled  to  drink  in  the 
destruction    of    their   sailors   and    commerce.    The 
perspective  of  prophecy  must  have  included  this  war, 
for  no  other  war  in  the  worid's  history  has  come  up 
to  this  likeness.     But  the  perspective  of  Prophecy 
goes  beyond  this  war  to  the  last  of  all  wars  discussed 
in  the  next  Chapter.    Here  I  will  only  say  that  the 
Scriptures   reveal   one   war   for   the   repatriation   of 
Israel,  and  another  for  its  conversion  or  "cleansing." 
Also  that  international  wars  not  bearing  upon  Israel 
do  not  come  within  the  .sphere  of  Revelation.

regenerating,  illuminating  power  of  the  Holv  Spirit 
was  youchsaved  to  fit  them  for  the  work  intended. 
He  planted  a  vineyard.  He  left  nothing  undone  for 
It,  but  "when  He  came  to  look  for  grapes  it  brought 
forth  wild  grapes."  This  he  says  through  Isaiah, 
and  He  himself  adds  in  Matt.  Chap.  21-43.  "There- 
fore I  say  unto  you,  the  Kingdom  shall  be  taken  from 
you  and  given  to  a  nation  bringing  forth  the  fruits 
thereof  '—This  is  exactly  what  happened  after  they 
rejected  the  testimony  of  the  apostles  corrobrated 
as  It  was  by  many  signs  and  wonders.  He  transferred 
that  phase  of  the  Kingdom  entitled  "the  Church"  to  the 
Gentile^.  Israel  fell,  but  God  overruled  their  fall  for 
carrying  out  the  promise  to  Abraham.  "In  thee  shall 
all  the  families  of  the  earth  be  blest."  Because  Israel 
failed  and  fell  was  it  therefore  cast  away?  God  for- 
bid, says  the  apostle.  The  promise  to  Abraham  was 
absolute,  but  the  continuation  of  the  transfer  was 
randitional.  This  must  never  be  forgotten.  The 
Kingdom  was  transferred  to  a  nation  brinzinn  forth  the 
fruits  thereof.  If  that  nation  does  not  bring  forth  the 
expected  fruit,  if  like  Israel  it  bring  forth  wild  grapes, 
what  then?  The  apostle  answers  this  question  clearly 
and  explicitly.  "Thou  standest  by  faith;  Be  not 
high  minded  but  fear,  for  if  God  spared  not  the  nat- 
ural branches  (Israel)  take  heed  lest  He  also  spare  not 
thee.  Will  the  Gentiles  keep  the  faith  through 
w-hich  they  must  stand?  What  is  the  Divine  fore- 
view?  It  is  a  dark  and  not  a  bright  vista  that  is 
opened  up  by  the  inspired  writers.

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The  fulfilment  of  this  vision  is  fast  hastening.  Al- 
ready we  see  the  Holy  Land  being  wrested  from  the 
wretched  Turk  by  an  army  that  may  be  said  to 
have  nationality  inscribed  upon  its  banners.  Proceed- 
ing from  Egypt  through  Sina'  with  Palestine  for  its 
goal,  God  is  honoring  it  with  victory.  The 
crusaders  failed  l^ecause  they  w.inted  the  land  not  for 
Israel  but  for  themselves.  A  like  failure  awaits 
any  similar  design  today. 

The  fourth  vision  of  Zechariah  differs  from  all  that 
went  before  it.  In  those  we  see  human  agencv,  men 
at  peace,  men  at  war,  men  building;  in  the  fourth 
we  see  Divine  agency,  God  cleansing  Israel.  This 
is  represented  under  the  figure  of  Joshua  the  High 
Priest.  "I  will  remove  the  iniquity  of  that  land  in 
one  day."  St,  Paul  confirms  this  sudden  wholesale 
conversion.  Quoting  Isaiah— So  all  Israel  shall  be 
saved,  as  it  is  written,  "There  shall  come  out  of 
Zion  the  Deliverer  and  shall  turn  awav  ungodliness 
from  Jacob."  So  also  the  13th  Chapter' of  Zechariah, 
verse  10.  "They  shall  look  upon  me  whom  they  have 
pierced."  etc.,  etc.  So  also  the  conversion  of  Paul 
himself.^  The  church  had  nothing  to  do  with  this 
conversion.  The  Lord  appeared  to  him,  met  him  on 
the  way.  So  likewise  the  conversion  of  Israel  as  a 
nation.  It  is  to  be  by  direct  revelation  of  himself  to 
therti  as  their  Messiah  in  their  own  land. 

This  is  Divine  intervention  in  the  highest  degree, 
and  it  is  to  be  vouchsafed  to  Israel  in  fuller  meas- 
ure than  ever  before — but  always  with  an  end  in 
view,  the  blessing  of  all  the  families  of  the  earth. 
Strange  that  when  the  time  of  full  Divine  interven- 
tion is  so  rapidly  hastening,  the  pith  of  its  negation. 
Monism  and  Evolution  should  be  so  rapidly  spreading. 
But  such  always  is  the  barometer  of  God.  A  falling 
index  denotes  a  restitutional  storm.

Such  in  the  briefest  possible  outline  is  what  the 
prophets  tell  us  about  Israel  and  what  God  has  in 
store  for  the  world  through  Israel. 

Sorne  one  will  say,  I  thought  the  church  was  to  do 
all  this — convert  the  world — bring  in  the  Millenium. 
I  thought  so  too  till  the  scriptures  taught  me  differ- 
ently: (a)  Those  scriptiires  based  upon  a  full 
knowledge  of  God's  counsel,  plan  or  purpose.  "I  pray 
not  for  the  world,  but  for  those  whom  thou  hast  given 
me  out  of  the  world."  The  exception  here  is  most 
significant  in  the  prayer  of  him  who  was  in  complete 
unison  with  the  Father,  and  saw  the  end  from  the 
beginning.  He  forsaw  that  the  world  would  not 
believe,  that  in  the  latter  days  the  world  would  become 
more  and  more  antagonistic,  proud,  haughty  and  con- 
ceited; therefore  he  did  not  pray  for  it.  (b)  Those 
indicating  the  scope  of  the  Churche's  mission:  "Go  Ye 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature."  He  did  not  promise  that  all  who  heard 
would  be  converted,  but  he  does  announce  that 
out  of  the  many  thus  evangelized  He  would  "take  out 
a  people  for  His  name" — The  word  for  church  means 
this :  e-kaUeo  called  out  or  from  a  world  that  will  not 
repent  and  believe,  (c)  Those  giving  a  foreview  of 
the  course  of  this  age.

It  could  not  be  more  clearly  and  forcibly  stated

spint  world  associated  with  the  returned  King  of 
Israel.  "The  Government  shall  be  upon  his  shoulders," 
with  the  redeemed  as  associate  and  Israel  as  agents, 
to  declare  His  glory  among  the  Gentiles. 

This  coming  age  explains  the  imprecatory  Psalms.

The  open  horror  of  the  worid  at  the  one  is  a 
picture  of  the  dismay  of  many  at  the  other. 

Next  to  the  blindness  of  German  Kultur  in  its  de- 
plorable results  is  an  out-of-focus  view  of  the  Scrip- 
tures.    The  best  pictures  are  blurred  and  distorted 
when  viewed  through  a  lens  out  of  focus.    To  change 
the  figure  a  little,  every  picture  must  be  seen,  to  be 
seen  correctly,  from  a  proper  viewpoint,  otherwise  the 
design  of  the  artist  is  missed,  and  only  a  partial  and 
very  incorrect  impression  is  conveyed.     The  tapestry 
ot  God  IS  covered  with  pictures  of  his  relations  to  the 
nations,  the  Church  and  the  children  of  Jacob.  When 
these  are  looked  at  from  the  perspective  of  the  artist 
the  beholder  is  overwhelmed   by  a  sense  of  the  glor- 
ious majesty  of  the  designer.     It  was  so  with  the 
Apostle  Paul.     After  showing  in  the  first  eight  chap- 
ters of  Romans  that  Jew  and  Gentile  were  alike 
guilty  before  God  and  that  both  must  be  saved  alike 
through  faith  in  the  Lord  who  met  him  on  the  way 
the  Jew  in  him  rises  in  revolt,  and  asks  "What  advan- 
tage then  has  the  Jew.'"     The  answer  takes  up  three 
chapters.     The   vista   of   the   past   and   the   future 
bursts  upon  him.     He  sees  the  restoration  of  Israel 
arid  through  that  restoration  life  from  the  dead  to  all 
the  nations  of  the  worid.     The  vision  overwhelms 
him,  and  he  bursts  out  with  the  exclamation:     "O" 
the  depth  of  the  riches  both  of  the  wisdom  and  know- 
ledge of  God.     How  unsearchable  his  judgments  and 
his  ways  past  finding  out." 

Coming  now  more  particulariy  to  our  subject: 
Ihe  restoration  of  Israel  includes  two  events- 
return  to  Palestine  and  acceptance  of  Christ.  The 
return  is  so  cleariy  foretold  that  no  one  can  doubt 
it  who  accepts  the  Divine  authority  of  the  Scriptures,

Coming  now  to  the  minor  premise  of  this  lecturer's 
proposition,  viz:  that  portions  like  the  imprecatory 
Psalms  should  not  be  in  the  canon  because  thev  are 
contrary  to  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  I  must  say  that  a 
little  knowledge  is  a  dangerous  thing.  This  pro- 
fessor seems  to  know  nothing  of  an  age  to  come— 
an  age  in  which  those  very  Psalms  and  many  other 
terrific  threatenings  are  quite  applicable.  Looked 
at  from  the  proper  view  point,  they  seem  to  be  pro- 
phetic, _^nd  therefore  corroborative  of  the  com- 
pleteness of  the  canon  of  scripture.  With  what  a 
ditterent  and  exalted  view  of  revelation  his  audience 
would  have  gone  home  if  he  had  unfolded  the  aeons 
of  (.Kxl  s  government,  past,  present  and  future;  their 
characteristics,  and  the  thorough  applicability  of 
ditterent  portions  of  scripture  to  each  of  them. 

For  different  aeons,  dispensations  or  models  of 
Uivine  administrations  are  revealed.  Historically  we 
have  had  an  age  without  law,  then  one  under  law 
now  one  under  grace,  and  prophecy  reveals  a  coming 
aeon  of  judgment,  often  referred  to  as  "the  day  of  the 
Lord,  followed  by  a  millenium  of  blessedness,  and 
that  again  by  an  eternal  state  of  glory.  There  are 
of  course  scripture  references  and  vivid  descriptions 
of  each  of  these,  and  he  is  a  poor  guide  who  fails  to 
distinguish  the  one  from  the  other.  One  clause  of  a 
verse  may  refer  to  one  aeon,  and  a  coupling  clause  to 
another,  as  in  the  sixty-first  of  Isaiah  which  our  I^rd 
read  in  the  synagogue  of  Nazareth.  "The  spirit  of

It  is  not  my  purpose  to  take  issue  now  with  those 
gentlemen.

Finally  catching  hold  of 
something  and  closely  examining  it  he  shouted  out  to 
his  pal,  ''Come  heah  Jim,  and  see  one  of  those  blawsted 
spidahs!"  Now  the  average  citizen  knows  as  much 
about  our  invisible  enemies  as  that  soldier,  brought 
up  in  luxury,  knew  about  the  genus  hemiptera  or 
pediculina. 

These  invisible  enemies  of  ours  are  so  small  that  it 
takes  the  highest  microscopical  powers  to  define  them; 
and  not  even  then  until  they  are  acted  upon  by 
various  stains  which  help  to  show  their  form  and  dif- 
ferentiate them  from  other  tissues.  Many  of  them 
are  exhaled  from  the  breath  of  persons  or  patients,  and 
seem  to  be  as  light  as  air;  others  are  heavier,  and  do 
not  float  in  the  air,  but.are  caught  by  contact.  Some 
of  these,  in  spite  of  our  most  improved  microscopes 
and  various  methods  of  staining,  have  not  yet  been 
differentiated. 

We  have  studied  their  modes  and  habits  of  growth 
and  have  reproduced  the  diseases  characteristic  of 
them,  by  injecting  them  into  the  lower  animals, 
and  sometimes  into  men  who  for  the  sake  of  science 
volimteer  to  be  experimented  on.  There  is  now  little 
doubt  but  that  all  the  diseases  to  which  flesh  is  heir, 
are  caused  by  these  germs,  which  by  reason  of  their 
minute  size  are  called  micro-organisms  or  bacteria, 
and  by  reason  of  their  shape  and  modes  of  growth  are 
classified  as  cocci,  rracro-cocci,  bacilli  and  spirillae 
or  spirochaetse. 

All  nature  is  swarming  with  these  low  forms  of  vege- 
table life.  Moetof  them  are  useful  auxiliaries.  They 
attack  decaying  animal  and  vegetable  matter  and  are 
known  as  saprophites.  The  ocean  swarms  with  them. 
When  you  go  out  rowing  at  night  you  often  watch  the 
phosphorescent  light  shining  with  each  dip  of  the  oar. 
This  is  caused  by  bacteria.  Others,  more  fastidious 
in   their  habits,   patronize  the  living  organisms  of 
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plants  or  animals,  and  are  termed  parasites  Some  of 
these  attack  their  hosts  in  one  way  or  anther  and  are 
known  as  pathogenic  organisms.  Ce  of  them 
pass  directly  from  one  body  to  another  and  re^.Z

If  they  were 
consistent,  they  would  immunize  all  as  well  as  the  doc- 
tors and  nurses,  and  then  they  would  have  no  small- 
pox. 

It  is  possible  then  to  treat  ^ople  so  that  the  bacteria 
olcertam  diseases  cannot  grow  or  live  in  their  bodies. 
1  his  IS  the  greatest  discovery  in  scientific  medicine 
that  has  ever  been  achieved.  After  Jenner  showed  the 
world  how  to  immunize  against  smallpox,  Pasteur 
taught  how  tc  immunize  against  rabies  and  Behring 
and  Kitasato,  showed  how  to  immunize  against  diph- 
thena  and  erysipelas.  Others  have  pursued  the  mat- 
ter .urther,  and  quite  a  number  of  diseases  are  beine 
sn-.rfed  out  on  the  same  principle.  The  discovery  of 
Jenner  IS  being  elaborated  and  widened  as  it  never 
was  before,  so  that  hope  dawns  upon  the  horizon  of  the 
nopeless,  and  health  is  hovering  within  the  gaze  of  the 
dying. 

How,  then,  do  we  confer  the  boon  of  immunity 
against  some  diseases?  The  answer  to  this  question 
covers  a  wide  field  of  research  and  experiment  by  skill- 
tul  and  scientific  men  all  over  the  world.  Most  inter- 
esting volumes  could  be  written  upon  it.  Here  I  can 
only  say  that  it  is  not  by  medication.  Any  drug  yet 
found  that  will  kill  the  germ  will  also  kill  the  patient 
with  the  possible  exception  of  quinine  in  malaria  and 
mercury  in  syphillis.  It  is  not  by  hygiene  The 
stnctest  attention  to  living  and  the  greatest  robustness 
ot  health,  is  no  bar  against  mumps  or  measles  or 
smallpox.  In  many  cases  the  richness  of  the  soil  en- 
hances the  growth  of  the  '"  -vading  hosts.  And  so  it  is 
that  in  pn  timonia  the  stiongest  often  succumb,  when 
the  ordinary  person  escapes.

2nd.     By   inoculating  attenuated   virus.     By  at- 
tenuated virus  IS  meant  the  living  germs  of  a  disease 
weakened  or  modified.    This  is  what  Jenner  did  by 
vacanation.    He  always  thought  that  the  virus  of 
cowpox  was  identical  with  that  of  smallpox.    This 
has  been  amply  proven  in  Germany  of  late.    They 
produce  cowpox  there  by  inserting  the  virus  of  small- 
pox into  the  calf.    The  virus  from  that  calf  is  inserted 
again  into  a  second  calf,  and  the  virus  from  that  calf 
IS  collected  and  used  all  over  Germany  for  vaccination. 
It  retains  the  power  of  smallpox  to  prevent  future 
attacks,  while  it  loses  its  contagious  character.     It  is 
to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  protective  power  of 
smallpox  attacks  is  not 'absolute.    About  six  persons 
in  a  thousand  will  take  it  the  second  time,  while  about 
seven  in  the  thousand  will  take  it  after  being  effi- 
ciently vaccinated.     I  have  a  grave  suspicion  that 
syphilhs  weakens  the  protective  power  of  vaccination 
An  unvaccmated  syphilitic  who  contracts  smallpox  of 
the  ordinary  severe  type  is  almost  sure  to  die,  and  the 
vaccinated  syphilitics  and  the  smallpox  syphilitics 
will  take  It  more  readily  and  severely  than  others 
This  attenuation  of  virus  underiies  the  treatment  of 
Pasteur  for  hydrophobia.

.  But  besidra  the  careless  we  have  the  timid,  the  ill- 
informed  and  the  designing.  For  the  first  two  a 
measure  of  compulsion  is  requisite,  and  for  the  last 
salutaiy  and  corrective.  The  first  are  entitled  to 
sympathy,  inasmuch  as  vaccination  entails  some 
inconvenience  and  suffering,  and  is  therefore  not  an 
unmixed  good.  Few  good  things  in  this  world  are 
dissociated  from  some  evil.  But  since  the  good  largely 
predominates  in  the  matter  of  vaccination,  nearly  all 
civilized  nations  not  only  recommend  it  but  also 
enforce  it.

But  I  would  like  to  refer  you  to  men  of  more  experience  than 
myself.  Hippocrates,  the  father  of  medicine,  wrote  many  thinis 
to  which  you  would  do  well  to  pay  heed.  He  lived  near  the 
heart  of  nature  and  wrested  so  many  from  death  that  the  gods 
of  the  infernal  reeions  became  jealous.  Possibly  the  hiih 
moral  standing  which  he  exhibited  in  his  professional  life  and  in- 
culcated upon  his  followers,  had  something  to  do  with  this  feel- 
ing. The  oath  which  he  exacted  from  his  disciples  you  will 
be  required  to  Uke,  and  as  nothing  better  has  ever  been  written 
to  guide  you  in  your  professional  career,  you  had  better  read, 
learn,  inwardly  digest  and  scrupulously  follow  it.  It  imposes 
honorable  conduct  towards  your  brethem,  and  pure,  faithful 
dealing  with  your  patients. 

Now  I  speak  from  experience,  when  I  say  that  the  strongest 
bj;  temptation  to  which  you  will  be  subjected  will  be  that  of 
injuring  your  nvaU.  Man  is  essentially  selfish;  your  rival  is  a 
stumbling  block  in  the  path  of  your  progress.  He  comes  short 
ol  some  of  his  patients'  expecUtions.  They  come  to  you  with 
their  story.  Mean  selfishness  or  green-eyed  jealousy  gets  the 
upper  hand  of  manly  honour  when  you  encourage  them.  You 
trample  honour  in  the  dust  when  you  take  up  a  patient  who  is 
beuMf  attended  by  your  rival.  Put  yourself  in  his  place  and  do 
lor  him  as  you  would  have  him  do  for  you.  This  is  the  summum 
Dmum  of  all  professional  etiquette;  and  if  you  fellow  it,  you  will 
win  not  only  the  friendship  of  your  rival,  but  the  respect  of 
the  pubhc.  Do  not  forget  that  your  rival  has  his  friends, 
and  that  any  mean  action  of  yours  will  be  reoented  by  them 
and  worked  to  your  injury;  whereas  straight,  honourable  dealing 
will  win  their  respect,  confidence,  friendship  and  support 

No  matter  how  desirable,  it  will  be  impossible  for  me  to 
toke  up  the  question  of  etiquette  more  fully.  The  golden  rule 
covers  It  all.  Follow  it  no  matter  what  the  temptations  to 
break  it,  and  your  success  will  not  be  less  sure  or  lasting  Be- 
ware of  the  man  who  has  nothing  good  to  say  of  his  brethren 
The  serpent  s  fang  lies  close  to  his  forked  and  darting  tongue 
It  18  quite  as  ready  to  bite  you  as  your  neighbor. 

In  the  cure  of  disease  Hippocrates  was  no  less  happy.  His 
maxim  lulo,  ato  et  jutundo  you  should  make  your  own.
